Warning on 
chain letters 


People throughout the country are 
practically giving their money away 
while breaking the law in illegal chain 
letter promotions, according to Post- 
master Jack D. Wilkins. 

‘The Postal Inspection Service, in- 
vestigative branch of the| U.S. Postal 
Service, has been warning people for 
years not to get involved in chain letter 
schemes. And while most individuals 
realize it’s|a-foolish way to part with 
hard-earned dollars, there afe some 
who seem to think the chance js ‘worth 


it, according to Postmaster Wilkins. 


“Of course the chances of getting a 
return on the money invested are|very 
slight,’ Wilkins said, ‘‘but) even 
knowledge of the-odds doesn’t'seem to 
deter many participants.’” 

At first glance the -well-conceived 
chain letter promotion may look 
promising, but a common ingredient, 
probability, always works against the 
player. Wilkins said the Postal 
Inspection Service may not be able to] 
eliminate all chain letters but they are | 
working to inform the public these 
things are nothing but simple ffaud.

Mid-October is the time to 
plant tulips, narcissus, grape 
hyacinths and. other spring 
flowering bulbs 

A new planting will always 
give you the high quality so 
famous for these plants. But 
old plantings can do it, too. 
Three-year-old plantings 
often produce even better 
show because the bulbs have 
split and produced two or 
three flowers. 

Full sunlight and good 
drainage are among the keys 
to success in growing these 
flowers. 

Avoid planting 
flowering bulbs in shade 
areas or near trees. Shade 
competition from trees and 
drought will retard spring 
and summer growth and 
usually will prevent 
reblooming. 

When economy is a factor, 
plan on planting. smali 
clusters of a single color. 
You'll be impressed with the 
performance of 3, 5 and 7 
bulbs planted in a clump. 

If you plant several colors, 
never mix colors. It’s okay to 
plant clusters of each color 
near each other, providing 
you leave twelve inches of 
Space between each color. 

You'll get your best effect 
if these bulbs are planted 
where you can view them at 
close range and in full sun.

| The official arguments in 
favor’ of the proposed 
“Legislative Article’ 
amendment relate that 
“nearly a half million 
citizens from across Illinois 
signed petitions to put this 
proposal on the ballot as a 
constitutional referendum.” 

It would reduce'the size of 
the INinois House of 
Representatives from 177 to 
118 members and provide for 
the elgction of ,one 
representative from each of 
118 districts. 

Passage of the amendment 
would mark the first time in 
state history that Illiois 
voters have by-passed the 
legislature and enacted a 
constitutional ~ change 
directly by citizen petition 
and referehdum. 

Backers say that by voting 
for the cutback amendment, 
citizens could save ‘|tax- 
payers $7 million and create 
a more efficient and 
economical legislature. ‘The 
plan has the support of hon- 
partisan citizen groups, 
including the Coalition for 


| 


Political Honesty, the 
League of Women Voters 
and the Committee for 
Legislative Reform. 

Proponents say the 
amendment would ‘enhance 
legislative accountability on 
issues by forcing poliical 
incumbents to run in one-on- 
one contests; increase 
electoral competition by 
returning Illinois to a 
traditional system of elec- 
ting representatives; bring 
government closer to the 
people by cutting the size of 
House districts in half; bring 
Minois in line with other 
major industrial states 
which have smaller houses 
of representatives; and give 
taxpayers a responsible way 
to demand better per- 
formance from __ state 
representtives who gave 
themselves a 40 percent pay 
raise after the last election 
and are now the highest paid 
in the nation.” 

The $7 million saving is 
related to salary, expenses 
and staff costs. Illinois 
legislators today have a 
$28,000 annual salary.

He practiced law in St. Louis and 
Belleville after receiving his juris 
doctor (law) degree from 
Washington University. 

When he announced his candidacy 
for a third term, Byron said that 
after such a term “I would tell the 
people they should elect to succeed 
me someone out of this office. We 
have been building a good program, 
with outstanding people who have 
fantastic potential 

“Our program should be allowed 
to continue to grow; it should not be 
torn apart by bringing in entirely

“Many new developments in 
prosecuting various types of crimes 
have come to light recently and we 
are putting them into action. We 
expect toi make considerable 
progress in the next few years in 
curbing crime.” 

Discussing a frequent assertion 
that the criminal justice system has 
an overly casual response to serious 
law violations, Byron says, ‘The 
new Class X sentencing law in 
Illinois inserts the presumption of 
probation. On a first-time arrest, 
probation must be given serious 
consideration. 

“That might be all right for cer- 
tain offenses, but absolutely not for 
others, including drug offenses. The 
legislature has oyerlooked the 
danger to drug agents in preparing 
cases. They are being shot at, and 
are putting their lives on the line. 
When we prosecute a drug case, we 
recommend jail time whenever it is 
possible within the law. We don’t 
always get it, but we try. 


“At one time, in my first term, we 
were getting jail time in all drug 
cases, even marijuana possession. 
With the help of the Illinois Bureau 
of Investigation, we never lost a 
cas¢. Then the Appellate Court 
overturned us and deflated the 
whole system. 


“Some people say there are no 
drug victims, but I have seen a 
number of tragedies, including fatal 
overdoses. I doubt whether we can 
ever stop illegal drug sales, but we 
can drive it underground, rather 
than tolerating it.” 


Byron has been admitted to 
practice before the U. S. Supreme 
Court. He is a graduate of the 
Washington University School of 
Law, Johns Hopkins University and 
the National College of District 
Attorneys. 


His memberships include St. 
Andrew’s Epsicopal Church, where 
he has served on the church vestry. 
He has been a senior warden and a 
trustee of the Southern Illinois 
diocese. 

A native of Lansing, Mich., Byron 
moved to Edwardsville in 1953 and 
‘served as an alderman on the City 
Council before becoming state's 
attorney. 

In evaluating his: overall per- 
formance as the county’s top legal 
officer and adviser, he comments 
that “numerous grants, scholar- 
ships and subsidies have been ob- 
tained, saving county taxpayers 
over $200,000.

It would let 
the legisla’ reduce -the 
redemption period from two 
years to not less than 90 days 
for property delinquent five 
years in taxes.

VA opening halfway houses for 
drug or alcohol dependent vets

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The Veterans 
Administration has started a 
pilot program of contractor- 
operated halfway houses for 
alcohol and drug dependent 
veterans 

Congress authorized -the 
program in 1979 and the 
agency expects to spend $6.8 
million on it during the fiscal 
year starting Oct. 1. 

Dr. Stewart L. Baker of 
VA's Mental Health and 
Behavioral Sciences Service, 
said the program will sup- 
port ‘continued residential 
care for veterans who have 
completed inpatient treat- 
ment at VA medical centers. 

Treatment at the halfway 
houses will be provided at an 
average daily cost of $17 
versus ‘hospital treatment 
costs of more than $100 daily. 

Last year, Baker said, 
alcohotism accounted for 
mere than 100,000 of the 
nearly 1.3 million total ad- 
missions: to VA_ hospitals, 
second only to car- 
diovascular disease-patients. 
More: than 22,000 drug 
dependent veterans were 
admitted in the same period. 

Baker said the halfway 
house contract program is 
aimed at the six to eight 
percent of substance abuse 
veterans ‘‘who have the most 


difficulty after discharge. 

hey are chronically 
disconnected from society, 
wihtout family, often without 
fixed addresses and often 
lacking competitive skills for 
today’s limited job market.” 

Such veterans “have the 
most difficulty| readjusting 
after detoxification and are 
likely to relapse early,” he 
said. The new halfway house 
program will| stress the 
*‘one-day-at-a-time’’ app- 
roach of Alcoholics 
Anonymous and place less 
emphasis on| extensive 
medical support 

Contracts have already 
been signed with 13 halfway 
houses and a total of 80 
contracts are expected to be 
signed during fiscal year 
1981 to care for more than 
1,500 veterans. An evaluation 
study of the pilot program 
will also be) made for 
Congress. 

In addition to the contract 
program, VA is} establishing 
halfway houses bf its own in 
separate buildings at several 
of its medical ¢enters. The 
first one opened this month 
at Murfreesboro, Tenn., and 
another will be ppened later 
this year at West Haven, 
Conn.

HUD surrenders; will 
accept housing budget

The Madison County 
Housing authority’s budget 
dispute with the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development may be 
over. 

The authority received a 
letter from HUD earlier this 
month announcing that the 
federal agency will approve 
the authority’s latest 
proposed budget. HUD 
earlier refused approval 

The authority board last 
month had announced plans 
to sue HUD to resolve the 
budget dispute. The suit was 
not filed. 

The - final item of 
disa; ment concerned the 
amouht of the retainer the 
board wanted to pay its 
attorney, Casper 
Nighohossian of Granite 
City. HUD thought the 
proposed amount, $9,600, 
was too high. 

The authority board last 
week approved a resolution 
formally resubmitting its 
latest proposed budget for 
HUP' approval. The 
resolution states the board 
will suspend legal action © 
until Oct. 30, pending HUD 
approval of the budget. 

Board Chairman James 
May of Edwardsville said 
that if HUD approves the 
budget, authority employees 
should receive retroactive 
pay increases next month. 
‘Those pay increases were 
due to take effect last 
January; employees have 
been | grumbling for months 
about the failure of the board 
to get the budget approved 
and pay the raises. 

Protests by the employees 
may have been a factor in 
HUD's decision to approve 
the budget. 

In his letter to May, HUD 
Area Manager Elmer 
Binford said, “This office 
has received numerous 
phone calls, together with 
news clippings from various.

Madison County _ staff 
members, concerning the 
withholding of salary in- 
creases. 

“In consideration of the 
fact that the authority has 
been Operating for almost
